Health  Education  - 


All  primiparous  women  are  given  the  opportunity  of  attending 
relaxation  and  Mother  and  Ba"by  care  classes  during  their  pregnancy. 
Recognised  Women’s  Meetings  e.g.  Church  groups  and  Women’s  Rural 
Institute  Meetings,  occasionally  ask  for  a  speaker  on  Health 
Education,  and  such  requests  are  readily  complied  with. 

Personal  Cleanliness  - 

At  the  end  of  this  year  a  bath-house  was  completed  at  the 
Borough  Public  Health  Department.  This  is  very  satisfactory  and 
has  already  been  used  by  one  resident  of  the  Rural  District. 


SMOKING  AMD  LUNG  CANCER 


During  1962  there  has  been  considerable  publicity  regarding 
the  undoubted  association  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer.  In 
April, this  Council  felt  that  it  would  be  a  helpful  example  if 
smoking  was  banned  at  Council  and  standing  Committee  Meetings. 

This  decision  was  rescinded  in  December.  It  will  be  noted 
overleaf  that  during  1962  there  were  seven  deaths  from  lung  cancer 
-  all  of  them  male. 

A  table  to  show  the  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in 
recent  years,  is  appended.  These  figures  do  not,  of  course,  include 
cases  diagnosed  and  successfully  treated.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS  - 


Applications  for  grants  for  the  improvement  of  private  dwellings 
have  "been  dealt  with  jointly  hy  the  Public  Health  and  Architect's 
Departments  as  in  previous  years.  During  the  year  Discretionary 
Grants  were  approved  for  11  houses  to  a  total  of  £3*390.  Standard 
Grants  were  approved  for  15  houses  to  a  total  of  £1,876. 

The  figures  of  properties  improved  are  much  the  same  as  the 
previous  year  but  there  are  signs  that  the  public  are  beginning 
to  take  more  interest  in  the  scheme  and  the  number  of  enquiries 
to  the  department  has  increased  appreciably. 

BUILDING  BYELAWS  - 

The  examination  of  all  plans  submitted  under  the  Building 
Byelaws,  the  preparation  of  reports  to  the  Planning  Committee 
and  subsequent  inspection  of  work  in  progress,  is  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  and  during  the  year  256  plans  were 
dealt  with. 

CESSPOOL,  PRIVY  EMPTYING  AND  COUNCIL'S  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  PL/HITS  - 

During  the  year  a  new  Thames  Trader  Cesspool  emptier  was  brought 
into  operation  together  with  the  existing  Dennis  Cesspool  emptier 
the  work  of  which  as  far  as  possible  is  restricted  to  work  upon 
the  Council's  sewage  disposal  plants  and  Council  property.  The 
work  done  by  the  two  vehicles  consisted  of  the  emptying  of  1 ,361 
domestic  cesspools  and  privies  with  a  total  of  1 ,43G  loads  and 
287  loads  of  sludge  were  removed  f rom  t he  Council's  sewage 
disposal  plants  on  1 7  housing  estates. 

The  standard  of  sewage  effluent  from  most  of  the  plants  showed 
little  s igns  of  improvement  and  the  Pollutions  Officer  of  the 
River  Board  has  drawn  attention  to  this  fact  in  his  analysis  report 
Investigations  are  now  proceeding  with  a  view  to  the  installation 
of  a  new  type  of  activated  sludge  process  disposal  plant  which 
because  of  its  simplicity  and  efficiency  should  solve  the  poor 
effluent  problem.  It  is  obvious  from  the  above  that  the  cesspool 
emptying  service  is  becoming  more  and  more  important  and  during 
the  year  a  Committee  of  both  Wisbech  and  Marshland  Council 
Members  met  with  a  view  to  solving  the  problem  of  the  ultimate 
disposal  of  the  contents  of  the  cesspool  emp tiers.  It  was  decided 
to  offer  persons  who  would  take  the  loads  of  sewage  onto  their 
land  an  incentive  of  half  a  crown  per  load.  I  regret  to  say  that 
the  response  was  practically  nil  and  as  things  stand  the  position 
is.  as  bad  if  not  worse  than  before;  because  of  the  increase  in  jobs 
being  done  and  extra  loads  being  taken  from  the  sewage  plants.  It 
was  however  decided  by  the  Council  that  investigations  be  put  in 
hand  by  the  Architect  with  a  view  to  solving  the  problem  by  the

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958  - 


The  district  is  now  served  by  the  one  slaughterhouse  owned 
and  operated  by  Mr.  N.  Gagen  of  Gorefield,  No  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  the  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for 
human  consumption. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960  - 

Licences  for  sites  for  single  caravans  were  issued  in  respect 
of  four  caravans.  During  the  year  a  suggestion  was  put  forward 
by  the  Wisbech  Borough  Council  that  a  joint  site  in  the  rural 
area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  boundary  between  the  Isle  of  Ely  and 
Norfolk  would  be  beneficial.  A  series  of  meetings  were  held  but 
no  firm  decision  was  reached  in  the  matter. 

RODENT  CONTROL  - 

Under  existing  arrangements  a  part  time  operator  deals 
regularly  with  Council  property  including  tips  and  sewage  plants. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  sub-Committee  was  set  up  to 
deal  with  the  upsurge  in  the  rat  population,  and  as  a  result  the 
Wisbech  and  District  Pigeon  and  Rabbit  Clearance  Society  agreed 
to  the  use  of  their  rodent  operator  if  his  services  were  required 
by  the  Council. 

Advice  and  instructions  were  given  to  the  public  by  the 
department  necessitated  either  through  complaint  or  if  found 
during  routine  inspections  of  property. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  - 

Four  new  petroleum  tanks  were  installed  in  the  district 
during  the  year  and  the  necessary  inspections  carried  out  prior 
to  the  tank  installation. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  - 


Samples  of  the  water  from  the  various  school  swimming  baths 
were  taken  and  the  standard  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.
